Our  trees  are  grown  in  the  most  north- 
ern section  of  Ohio  which  makes  our  trees 
perfectly  hardy  for  any  section  in  the  Unit- 
ed States.  This  land  is  full  of  the  elements 
that  are  necessary  for  growing  and  ripening 
up  the  young  trees  to  the  point  where  when 
dug  and  transplanted  into  lighter  soils  they 
respond  with  a bound  and  if  planted 
in  heavy  soil  are  simply  at  home  and  start 
at  once;  not  like  trees  that  are  grown  on 
muck  or  light  soils  and  heavily  fertilized 
that  after  planting  simply  stand  still  for 
a season  or  so  if  they  ever  live  through  the 
ordeal  of  transplanting.  We  get  the  winds 
off  from  Lake  Erie  which  we  believe  has  a 
tendency  to  harden  up  the  bark  as  we  have 
never  had  or  seen  one  of  our  trees  that 
had  scale  bark  or  split  bark  so  common  to 
trees  that  are  forced  while  young  beyond 
their  capacity.

To  ascertain  the  number  of  plants  required  to  the  acre  at  any  given  distance 
divide  the  number  of  square  feet  (43,560)  in  an  acre  by  the  number  of  square  feet 
you  desire  to  devote  to  each  plant.  For  instance,  in  strawberries  planted  1 % by 
3 feet,  each  hill  will  occupy  4%  square  feet,  making  9,680  plants  to  the  acre. 


Treatment  of  Frozen  Trees 

To  care  for  trees  that  have  been  frozen  in  the  packages  or  received  during 
frosty  weather,  place  the  packages  unopened  in  a cellar  or  some  such  place,  cool 
but  free  from  frost,  until  perfectly  thawed,  when  they  can  be  unpacked  and  either 
planted  or  placed  in  a trench  until  convenient  to  plant.  Treated  thus  they  will  not 
be  injured  by  the  freezing.  Trees  procured  in  the  fall  for  spring  planting  should 
be  laid  in  trenches  in  a slanting  position  to  avoid  the  winds,  the  situation  shel- 
tered and  the  soil  dry.
